The controversy abont the Liible in the
schools i4 rapidly spreading, Lo this State it
promises to furnish, belore very long, one of
the most exciting political issues wa have
ever had, owing to the nnserapulpusness dis-
played by the Catholies in obtaining from the
Albany Legialature large votes of money
amounting in the present yoear to half & il
lion of dollars for the snpport of their schools,
Their success in this sort of operation, too,
not unnaturally renders them less disposed
than ever to ald their Protestant neighbors
in the discovery of o inodus vizendi on the
school question, They do not cars whether
Bible-reading in the public schools is aban.
doned, and, indeed, show gsome signs of being
as much opposed to it as the High Protestant
party, sho consider the Bible-reading one of
the most important parts of the school ciirri-
culum, As long as the Bible is road at the
opening of the school oxercises, and is
rend for the remsons assigned by Judge
Storer in the recent decision of the Superior
Court in Cincinnati, and by some Prolestant
clergy, the priests have an argnment in favor
of separate Catholie schools snch as nothing
else could furnish them. All the good which,
according to the I'rotestant view, a Catholic
child gets by listening to the Seriptures is,
according to the Catholic view, so much
poison; and, the more eager Protestants show
themselves for its administration, the more
frantic are Catholics bound to become in
escaping from it, The reason, too, is obvions
—it is drawn from the very constitution of
the Catholic Chureh, She is, on the Catholic
theory, the sole teacher of truth. Nothing
which reaches the soul through any other
channel, however respectable, 1s instruetion
in righteousness, HShe knows nothing of
morals apart from dogmua. She recognizes no
man a8 good who is not n good Catholic. The
Bible is a good book in the hands of a priest,
expounding it in the munner directed by the
Church; in the haods of a layman, and,
above all, of a heretic Inyman, it is nothing
but a snare and stumbling-block,

There are some Prolestants, we are sorry to
say, into whose heads it seems impossible to
hammoer a proper comprehension of the Catho-
lie position on this subject, and who, never-
theless, as might be expected, insist on taking
a heated and retive part in the pending con-
troversy, and never open their lips withont
making a settlement of it more difficnlt and
more remote. They talk of the Bible ns if it
oocupied the same position in Catholic that it
occupies in Protestant theology, and as if the
differences between the two churches were
simply differences of interpetration—the fact
being that the Catholics do not and never
bave acknowledged it ns a final authority, or
as the sole basis of the claims of their
Church to the respect and obedience of
Christendom, All  they draw from
it is corroborative evidence as to the cor-
rectness of the Church’s own aecount of its
origin and history. For instance, Christ's
well-known declaration to Teter, so often
cited in support of the supremacy of the
Roman See, they treat simply as a corrobo-
ration of what has ‘‘always, everywhere, and
by all” been received and acknowledged as

COatholic truth, or, in other words, of
ecclesiastical tradition. It is this dis-
tinction which gives an air of posilive
self-stultification to a large nnmber of
the argnments in favor of com-

pulsory Bible.-reading in the schools, which
one hears both from the platform and the
bench and the press. Nobody has a right to
attack a position, or, at all cvents, nobody
can attack it with sucocess, without under-
standing it. It is melancholy to listen, as one
has nowadays sometimes, to a long string of
reasons for not yielding to the Catholic view,
every one of which helps to confirm the
Oatholic in his view—the Catholie being the
only person who needs to be convineed, or
who i8 giving any trouble, :
The very tirst thing to be done by 'rotest.
anis before engaging in the warfare which iy
now apparently before them, is to strengthen
the one weak point in their own casg, n
that is the removal from the State education
of the one feature which prevents it being
really and truly secular education simply, It
must be remembersd that it is not enough
that Protestants should ncknowledge that the
common-school education is simply secnlar;
Catholies must acknowledge it; and Catholics
ennnot be expected to acknowledge it, on
the Protestants’ own showing, as long as
Bible-reading forms part of it. The very
tenacity with which Protestants cling to it
they justify on the ground that it i religions
instruction, and, of course, religious instrno-
tion of & Protestant complexion; without il,
Judge Storer says the children would be *‘left
without a God in the world;” or, in other
words, without a religious creed, The whole
system of school instruction should be sach
that uo sect ean say that it contpius snything
likely to help to spread the tenets of any
other geet, It will, donbtlass, atill be said
that in which no religion is tanght
are “‘wodless schools,” bul this wa cinnot
help: for the rodlessnesa” of sthiools all
sects have ‘A ready remedy by teaching reli-
gion at home, or by clgrical instrnmontality
out of sobool hours, II a systewm of this Kiad
doos not satisfy all, nothing will.

process of secularization through which even
the mont bigoted Catholic States nre passing
before sur eyes, In no countries is the Papal
anthority 8o weak ot this woment as in Ca-
tholic countries—ecountries which the Paps
bag bad for ages at his feet, If the Syl
labus be a laughing-stock in  Franoe
pnd Austrin _ and  Bavaria, and even
in 8pain, and the greatest Catholio theolo-
ginns of the Buropean continent muke light
of Papul pretensions, it is a little too bad to
have it used as a red rag in American pulpits
to rouse the Proteatant bull into fury. The
Catholic laity have never in any counlry, or
in any age, accepted the ecclesiastical men-
sure either of the provinee of the charch or of
the dues of the state, and thoy are not likely
to make n beginning in the United States,
But there is one striking example in history-

perhaps the most awful of all the lessons his-
tory has to offer—of the folly of treating
Catholies ns if they did believe all the wors
and wildest dootrines that could be dug out
by controversialiste from the ponderous tomes
of Cntholie theologians and canonists, and
that is Ireland. Ireland is what she is to-day
becanse Protestant England has persisted
for two eenturies in legislating for her on
the bypothesis that everything the Popa
gnid, Irish Oatholics bc‘{iuvml, and that
any order he chose to issne they wonld
surely execute. We all sece the result

plensant and succesaful, iz it not ?

We do not believe that a true and satisfac-
tory reconciliation of the Catholic Church,
a8 its doctors define it, wilh modern sosiety
will ever be effected. This reconciliation i3
o drenm in which many great Catholies of
recent times, from Lammennis to Montalewm-
bertand Father Hyacinthe, have sought refuge
from distressing internal doubts and cou-
flicts; but one bas ouly to rend even a mode-
rate statement of the church’s claims, and
teke even an imperfect view of the condition
of modern States, to feel that a dream il
must forever remain, The relations of the
Catholic clergy to (he stato must ulways be,
a8 they are mow, marked by hostility and
nggressiveness on the ono side snd snspicion
on the other; bnt this furnishes no excuss
for nttempts to drive the Oatholic laity into
thoir arms, by pretending to
gard thewn as Deing in  all things
the humble and submissive sheep the priests
would like to have them The way the
Catholie Church gets along in modern society
is by letting the luymen munage politics
pretty much as they please; and the only
true and statesmanlike course for Amaerican
Protestants to adopt in dewling with the
Catholie laymen is to treat them us men like
ourselves, permeated like ns by the modern
spirit, treading the solid gronnd of ntility in
dealing with secular alfairs, ready to argue
and open to conviction, pud not as o pavcel
of devotees, led by the hand by the monks,
fed on legends, and requiring to be fellowed
to the polls by a spiritual director,

Weo say this on the supposition that no
Protestant gentleman has ns yot discovered
any short and speedy method of getting rid
of the Catholics. nud that we have to live
with and make the hest of about 3,000,000 of
them, who, if not educated or attached to the
Government somehow, are pretty coertain to
furnish a considerable supply of robbers and
murderers, and a disturbing eloment in onr
politics of no mean power. Bub, if anybody
has bit on any plan of rooting them vut be.
fore the next Prosidential election, of pourse
we are willing to gee it tried, provided it he
not too inhuman or treacherous, or doas not
involve thoe sloughter of yonng ehildren,
These can, of course, be saved and bronght
up in the common schools as indomitable

The only part of the Irish Peace Preserva-
tion bill which has met with general disfavor,
even from Irish members, iy the part which
gives the Government summary powers to
suppress seditions newspapers: and the stric-
tures on this provision are the only hostile
criticisms which are at all likely to command
assent even from the most advaneed section
of English Liberals, They are so far frowm
commanding any auch assent from us that we
believe thut without this power the Irish
execulive wonld be totally unable to cope
with so enormouns an evil as the seditions
journalism of Ireland; but there is an air of
plausibility about the considerations opposed
to restraining the Irish press which maks il
worth while to state with some detail why we
attach no weight to them.
